British colonies were sci free. They | 
did not get their actual freedom, but 
an apprenticeship which was to pre- 
cede and prepare for their freedom. 
It was enacted that all slaves should 
become “apprenticed laborers” to their 
masters. These slaves were of two 
classes. One class received actual 
freedom in 18388 and the other in 1840. 
It was found that on August 1, 1834, 
there were 770,280 slaves in the col- 
onies affected by this emancipation 
act. All negroes born after that date 
were born free. Twenty million pounds 
sterling, $100,000,000 was ultimately 
paid to the owners of these slaves, 
this sum being distributed ratably ac- 
cording to the market price of slaveg 
in each colony.

FALLACY OF LONG STANDING 


That Frost Is Most Likely to Occur 
In the “Light of the Moon” 
Is a Wrong Idea. 


One of the most tenacions beliefs 
{s that the weather is affected by 
the movement of the moon. It is gen- 
erally considered that frost is more 
likely to occur in the “light of the 
moon” than at any other time. For 


this reason crops which_the frost is ' 


likely to destroy are planted at such 
a time as to be certain to avoid a 
full moon. 

The moon reflects sunlight to the 
earth and produces the tides. It has 
minor effects, such as changing the po- 
sition of the earth and causing min- 
ute deflections of the magnetic needle; 
these last, are, however, so small that 
they have only effect upon refined in. 
struments of detection, and it has 
been proved conclusively these two 
have no relation to the change of 
weather. Regarding the two former 
effects named, it is quite casy to un- 
derstand that reflected sunlight from 
the moon cannot affect the weather 


In the first place, more light is re- , 
ceived from the sun in thirty min- | 


utes than from the moon in one year, 
and, moreover, the greatest reflection 
is at full moon; from a logical point 
of view then it should be warmer in- 
stead of colder at full moon. This 
should disprove any argument that 
the reflected light makes it colder 
at full moon.

Men of Like Interests Has Been 


Matter of Course. 


In the eighteenth century the man 
of London passed the largest part of 
his time in coffee houses and taverns, 
and when one seeks for him after 
middey he will probably be found in 
a tavern. 

Nec habit was so universal in every 
class as this of association in some 
place of entertainment; it was part 
of the life alike of the nobleman and 
the tradesman. 

While the former enjoyed himself 
in one of the numerous houses in the 
west end, the latter was surrounded 
by his business rivals at the Globe 
tavern in Fleet street or at the Six- 
penny Card club or at the Free and 
Easy at the Queen’s Arms in St 
Paul’s churchyard. 

But when we go with the man of 
London to his coffee house or tavern 
we should not think too much of the 
place, for coffee house and tavern 
were each only a building which by 
reason of its existence was the most 
convenient for the purpose of assem- 
blies, whether of business or of pleas- 
ure. 

The important fact is the remark- 
able and constant and often informal 
association of men of like interests, 
tastes or occupations for purposes po- 
litical, commercial, literary or soctal. 

These associations, every one of 
which is usually called a club, even 
if it was without rules or officers, 
sprang rapidly into being from the 
beginning of the century, so rapidly 
that places by no means always suit- 
able had to be used for their meef- 
ings.
